CAUSES AND SYMPTOMS 
Nov. 

‘The trend of the three-day 
debate in the House of Commons 
‘on the subject of unemployment, 
towards its close, serves, as per- 
haps nothing else, to emphasize 
how closely certain questions 








which, although. important 
enough individually, taken to- 
gether represent the — full 


complexion of this present de- 
‘pression. Eventually when this 
aspect of the matter is taken 
into consideration it is some- 
times difficult to arrive at a de- 
finite assessment of what are the 





contributory causes to the con 
tion in which the world finds it- 
self to-day and what are merely 
symptoms, Unemployment is 
definitely a symptom, a sequel to 
the depression; not in itself a 
cause, but when it has reached 
certain dimensions a direct con- 
tributory. War Debts, the 
hoarding of gold, the diminution 
in the value of silver, high 
tariffs, the growth of a national 
individualism are all in their 
complex natures as much symp- 
toms as causative factors, and 
what presents the most difficult 
obstacle towards the discovery 
of a happy solution of the present 

is that the dealing with any 
one of them necessitates the 
treatment of the lot. The 
confirmed optimist will seck a 
remedy of that indication of the 
common sickness which will 
afford him the quickest relief, 
the pessimist will contend that. 
present conditions are analogous 
to those diseases for which no 
specific has yet been found and 
that the only possible treatment 
is to bolster up the strength of 
the patient while the ailment 
runs its course. Certain re- 
medies have been suggested and 
tried, leaving behind the ex- 
periments the uncomfortable 
conviction that palliative mea- 
sures of an artificial quality,— 
such as the restriction of pro- 
duction, to take but one example, 
—are robbed of success by their 
very artificiality, 

That was the impression 
formed of the suggestion made 
in June last by 
that a proportion ‘of the Britis 
Exchange Equalisation Fund 
should be used for the purpose 
of purchasing silver for use 
security and thereby obtaining 
an increase in its price. The 
‘proposal received some atten- 
tion, but was not impressive 
enough to earn the support of 
the House of Commons. In the 
debate under consideration Sir 
Robert Horne, a former Con- 
servative Chancellor of 
Exchequer, suggested the rai 
ing of wholesale commodity 
prices either by _ restricting 
supplies, or by an alteration in 
the amount of monetary gold 
available as being the standard 
by which their value w 
measured, and the supplementa- 
tion of the supply of gold by 
bringing silver into account, 
contending that a'rise of the 
price of silver would very much 
improve British trade with 
India and China. This ast in 
some respects seems a reitera- 
tion of the suggestions put for- 
ward by Mr, Amery, and when 
discussing his proposals the 

jorth-China_ Daily News 
quoted the opinion of the chai 
man of the Court of Directors 
of the Hongkong & Shanghai 
Banking Corporation in a speech 
before the last annual general 
meeting of shareholders that 


“China, like all countries, buys 
her imports by means of her ex- 
Ports, and it is upon the quantity 
of the latter and not on the price 
of silver that her capacity to bay 
from abroad really 

Iver is merely the medium of 
change the intrinsic value of 
which is of purely temporary im- 

portance, 
That opinion is just as sound 
now as it was when it was 
uttered, and it is supported by 
the fact that the trade of China 
has not shrunk in proportion 
with the decrease in the price 
of silver. That its. present low 
condition may prove a temporary 
embarrassment to commerce in 
general may very well be true, 
but it is open to doubt whether 
any artificial enhancement of 
the price of the metal would do 
any ‘more than reduce the ex- 
pression of trade balances to 
‘smaller terms of metallic weight.

ounce, would. be rather an 
addi of 14 per cent. to 
available gold, than an addition 
of merely 2 per cent. to the total 
of available and unavailable 
metal. That contention must 
naturally be a matter of opinion, 
but in the present state of the 
world’s finance ‘the avai 
able and not the unavailable 
metal which is of the greatest 
importance. Even though the 
addition should be represented 
by the more imposing lo it 
still 4 matter of speculation as 
to how effective it would be in 
‘contributing towards the better- 
‘ment of conditions of which the 
world stands so much in need. 
At the most, even if successful, 
it might amount to an amelio: 
tion of symptoms in this part of 
the world, and their aggravation 
elsewhere without doing y= 
‘thing of value for the general 
resuscitation. Bimetallism may 
be a part of the whole remedy 
which must be — eventually 

plied: its does not appear 
her on the statements of Sir 
Robert Horne or Mr. Neville 
Chamberlain that it can be 
anything more. As a part of 
the whole treatment it may be 
admirable, but much more has 
to be done in other directions 
before the patient can expect to 
receive much benefit from it, 
That may be a gloomy view to 
take: but in universal interests 
it is desirable that recovery 
‘should be all round rather than 
sectional, and to secure such 
improvement it will be first 
necessary to discover what are 
causes of the present depression, 
what partake of the nature of 
eause and symptom combined 
and what are purely symptoms, 
That must of necessity be the 
work of the Economic Con- 
ference and in its successful 
execution lies the greatest hopes 
for a speedy solution of present 
difficulties. 



































UNPLEASANT. 


Nov, 15 
The China Merchants Steam 
Navigation Company has had a 
chequered career. Gross in- 
efficiency, corruption and flag- 
rant disregard of contracts with 
foreign and Chinese emplo; 
have at various stages in its 
existence marked its lack of 
financial success. The Govern- 
ment which, for some time pai 
has exercised official control of 
the Company's business, had re- 
cently announced its intention to 
put the management on a busi- 
ness basis. This was understood 
to mean the formal treatment, 
of the Company a state: 
managed enterprise and ‘tbe 
transfer of the actual direction 
to a group of selected business 
men whose reputation held clear 
hopes of rehabilitation. It was 
realised that the task would be 
heavy. The Government itself 
cannot be acquitted from blame 
for the deplorable _ finan 
plight indicated by the Com- 
any’s balance sheets and the 
market quotation of the shares. 
Transportation charges as the re- 
sult of the commandeering of the 
‘Company's ships in times of civil 
war have been left unpaid for 
long periods at a time. Indeed 
it is not quite clear whether they 
have all been met. ‘The Com- 
pany has also been financially em- 
rassed by other Government 
actions. The result has been that 
positions of responsibility in the 
management have been regard- 
Jed as opportunities merely for 
self-seeking rather than for 
proving administrative capacity. 
‘The lot of men at the head of 
such a concern was unpleasant. 
enough. The news, therefore, 
that the Government proposed 





























to make a real effort to support 
decent management was. wel- 
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come. The idea of utilising the. 
services of responsible business, 
men and of buying out the share= 
holders was unimpeachable in 
itself. The proposed execution 
of it in the form of compulsory 
acquisition at a rate which mighb 
seriously be called: in question 
raised doubts. After 
making all allowances for the 
fact that the Company al 
ready possessed many of the 
qualities of a state institu- 
tion, the device of proceeding by 
executive order instead of by the 
usual method of consulting the 
shareholders | and arriving ab 
a fair’ vate of sale seems most 
arbitrary. It has, in fact, gravely, 
perturbed the public mind, Acute 
anxiety for the security of com- 
mercial enterprises will porsist, if 
such proceedings can pass un- 
challenged. It is Believed the Gov- 
ernment ‘took the precaution 
informally to consult business 
men in fixing the rate of Tis. 50 
a share but, as the face value 
was Tis, 270, there was ground 
for arguing that the rate was 
exceedingly low and, as the ace 
quisition was to be ‘compulsor 
directly in conflict with re= 
cognised canons of commercial 
‘and legal practice, even although 
the market rate might be assessed. 
at the"rate of Ts. 80 per. share, 

Precipitaney seems to have 
been the Government's chiof 

vor in this respect. It is under- 
stood that its intentions were ad- 
mirable. In selecting Mr. 0. 8, 
Lieu to be the General Manager 
of the new Company it had made 
@ good choice, although few 
would envy Mr. Liew his task. 
It may be hinted too that re- 
course to a board of directors 
drawn from leading bankers and 
merchants in Shanghai was made 
with the object of eventually en~ 
listing foreign experts to handle 
the “Company's professional 
undertakings. In other words 
the Government probably had in 
mind a scheme not very different 
from the one whose announce: 
‘ment during the week-end hi 
set in train a series of explo- 
sions, Rehabilitation “of the 
Company in such circumstances 
could only be successful by 
meeting its obligations, by re- 
storing its credit with the pro- 
fession on which it chiefly relied 
and by generally conforming to 
the best principles of shipmanage- 
ment. Continuing his. predeces~ 
sors’ policy, Marquis W. H. Li, the 
Managing Director of the Com: 
pany since April last and, it is 
understood, “a Government ap- 
pointee, had been engaged on 
negotiations with certain for- 
eign interests for the flotation 
of a loan which would enable 
the Company to start a new 
career in happier circumstance 
The scheme, according to i 
formation available, was hand- 
led by Marquis Li in conjunction 
with the Vice-Minister of Com- 
munications who was also Gov- 
ernment Inspector of the Com- 
any's operations. ‘The China 
Realty Company, which was the 
other party to the transaction, is 
understood to have assumed that 
the knowledge and consent of the 
Government had been obtained. 
Important creditors of the China 
Merchants Company were not uns 
favourably disposed towards the 
‘scheme on the same assumption, 
Marquis Li’s announcement 
of ‘the completion of the ne- 
gotiations was made within two 
days of the actual formal assump- 
tion by the China Realty Company, 
of control and management of the’ 
Central, Lower and Eastern 
Wharves of the China Merchants 
Steam Navigation Company and 
of the agency, on behalf of the 
shipping company, for the Yang- 
Ka-Du Wharf. Confirmation of 
this was also’ formally conveyed 
by Marquis Li.

A FOCAL POINT

‘The meet- 
ing of Marshal Chang Heueh- 
liang with General Chiang Kai- 
shek and Mr. T. V, Soong ap- 
pears on the face of it to be an 
event out of the ordinary. Both 
the Generalissimo and the 
Finance Minister have been 
North to Peking since the trou- 
ble in Manchuria sent to China 
the Lytton Commission, The 
former ruler at Mukden hae, 
however, found it necessary to 
remain at Peking and has gone 
through the stages of resigning 
his posts, retaining them under

acceptance of his resignation and 
stil)” remaining nominally in 
power. He may be said to have led 
4 precarious political existence. 
All through the summer Peking, 
hever averse from indulgence in 
jixeaw puzzles, has been revell- 
ing ina itive medley of per- 
mutations and combinations. For 
this form of mental relaxation all 
that necessary is a. reliable 
“who's who” of every politician, 
jof the past, present or future, 
within reach of the Forbidden 
City. From it experience of 
former political and politico-| 
military alliances, savoured with 
‘4 sufficiently active imagination, 
can evolve speculations to suit 
the taste und fancy of every, 
school of thought. Just ag a 
fusillade, even from a band of 
third-clase shots, has a chance 
‘of scoring at least one bullseye, 
so the perplexities of Peking 
‘have, from time to time, thrown a 
‘valuable light on affairs in the 
‘South as well as in the North of 
‘the Yellow River. Even now 
the observer who realises the 
folly of attempting to size up a 
situation in terms of prophecy, 
whether in China or in countries 
of less mottled political complex- 
ions, is net prepared to argue 
that such events as the Shantung. 
episode, the meetings of old-time 
Tuchuns and the interesting 
appearance of the Panchen Lama 
in the Throne Room of the Old 
Palace have no signifcanee. 
Tt is just as unwise, however, 
to view China's polities solely 
through the vividly @ramatic 
lenses of Peking as to confine 
observation to the 
assessments provided in Shang- 
hai. The sight of the Forbidden 
‘City from Coal Hill, the ever. 
increasing magic of the wonder- 
ful Gates through which on all 
sides the life of the old Capital 
flows, can carry the imaginative 
‘critic so far into the realms of 
fantasy that he fails to note the 

possible meaning of such pros: 
portents as the sudden but wide- 
Spread growth of the radio habit 
which makes the streets of the 
City discordant with irrelevant 
music and laughter. Similarly 
‘the curious theories which Politi- 
cal prophets sometimes ‘encourage 
depend often on the endowment. 
of the actions of leading 
lgures on the stage with 
Supreme stupidity incongruously 
allied with diabolical eunni 
—?r, to put it less brutally, 
machiavellian astuteness. It is 
better, if less romantic, to take 
events as they oceur and limit 
‘speculations to their actual devel- 
‘opment. The present policy of 
the Government of China May, 
in reality, make a virtue of 
necessity.

gional autonomy. Certainly the 
Progress made by Canton in 
administrative and social rehabi- 
ition justifies avoidance by the 
Government of any oppressive 
Assertion of its will in that area, 
Tolerance ix an attitude whit 
naturally evokes reciprocity, If 
‘Canton finds that it is not called 
upon to defend itself against 
interference, it may be. less 
‘inclined formally to reject an 
allegiance which so loosely oper- 
ates that it may more accurately 
be described as an alliance. ‘The 
same consideration applies to 
North where the Government 
has, apparently, confined its 
‘influence to negative action and 
thereby has neatly avoided the 
provocation of major issues, 

Marshal Chang Hsueh-! lang’s 
meeting with his colleagues 
suggests that their confidence 
has definitely increased, Han- 
kow is thus a focal point of the 
situation, There General Chiang 
Kai-shek has been closer to the 
main problem of his Government 
|—the suppression or diversion of 
communist-banditiy, He has 
also been able to hold aloof from 
Nanking during a period of pecu- 
iar political uncertainty. He is 
reported to have lately taken 
stock of the relations between 
Canton and Honan, He ig 
credited with having gone fay in 
reducing the Communist menace 
to manageable proportions, The 
Finance Minister, combining: 
acceptance of the inevitable with 
sage husbandry of resources and 
opportunist adaptation of financial 
policy to the emergence of certain 
favourable symptoms, is able to 
insist on strict limitation of 
military commitments. So, with 
happier agricultural conditions, 
less disorder and greater disci- 
pling, it is possible to take a 
more cheerful view of the Govern 
ment’s task, There danger lies. 
Politics know no gratitude. 
‘Men, out of office and power, may 
be contented with their lot in 
times of acute difficulty und dis- 
jtress. The moment they perceive 
an improvement, the pangs of 
political hunger increase.

now that he has apparently re- 
gained much of his influence in 
the North. His long loyalty to his 
colleagues is not in dispute.

‘After this the Kuomintang flag 
was hoisted and the gunboat got 
up steam and sailed towards the 
Amur, three miles aay, At 
entrance to the Amur the Chinese 
gunboat was stopped by a Soviet 
river gunboat which declined to 
permit’ the Sunli on the Amur 
waters, 

Finally the mutincers left the 
‘gunboat and in a launch set off for 
an unknown destination. Usually

During these early years in connec- 
tion with an influential family in 
Tengchow he, was instrumental, in 
establishing the first Chinese Post 
Office outside the treaty ports. 
‘This was soon followed by many 
others throughout the Empire. 

In 1901, the year after the Boxer 
uprising, ‘Yuan Shih-kai being con- 
vinced that such uprisings were due 
to ignorance, called Dr. Hayes to 
establish the Provincial University 
of Shantung and become its first 
President, "At this time, Dr. Hayes 
drew up’ the system of education 
that was approved by the Empre: 
of China as the system for the 
whole Empire, embodying in the 
same provision that Sunday shall be 
@ legal holiday in all government 
schools and colleges. 

This provision continues in force 
to-day and the Christian movement

STATION 
Broadcast to Reach Over 
3,300 Miles 
‘anking, Nov. 12, 
‘The new 75-kilowatt _ Central 


Radio Broadcasting Station of the 
Chinese Government, was formally 
inaugurated at 10 o'ciock this morn- 
ing, to-day being also the birthday 
of br. Sun Yat-sen, founder of the 
Ghinese Republic. This new station, 
installed at a cost of G.$260,690, 

the largest in Asia and the third 
largest in the world, being surpassed 
‘nly by one 200" and. one 120- 
Kilowatt station in Europe. Broad- 
cast messages from it can be re- 

ived within a radius of 10,000 
Chinese li, oF about. 3,300 miles, ‘re- 

ing’ ali parts of Siberia, “Asia 
‘Minor, Australia, and part of Nortk 
Jand South America, 

Tosday’s programme, which begins 
momptly at 10 o'clock, will continue 
Lninterruptedly until midnight, It 
includes the usual inaugural addres. 
ses. and ceremoni 
the station, Chinese’ opera, popular 
druma, folk songs, instrumental and| 
vocal inusic, news reports, weather 
Torecasts, and market quotations.

It was originally planned formally 
to open the station on October 16,

The first Central Broadcast 
Station was erected in 1028. w 
500 watt capacity. The station was 
then under the direct supervision of 
the Publicity Department. of the 
Central Kuomintang.

Navy Ministry Wishes To 
Expedite Building 

‘Tokyo, Nov. 9. 
According to Japanese press re- 
ports, the Navy Ministry has decid- 
ed to expedite the carrying out of 
its second naval replenishment plan 
fand to seek the sanction of the Diet 

for the necessary expenditure. 

‘This expenditure is placed at Yen 
460,000,000 to be spread over a 
period of four years commencing. 
from the coming fiscal year 1933-34. 
The reports state that the plans 
will inelude the construction of two 
8,500 ton eruisers, seven 1,400 ton 
destrcyers, and 8,000 ten ‘aircraft 
carriers, six submarines of varying 
size, a minelayer and a number of 

‘minesweepers and torpedo boats. 
These constructions will eat up 
Yen 360,000,000 and the balance of 
a hundred million yen is earmarked 
for five more naval air ‘squadrons 
a. plan which, if carried out, will 
fe Japan a total of 36 squadrons.

REGISTRATION OF TRADE 
MARK 


Decision Given by Bureau for 
Foreign Firm 
As a result of the protests lodged 


by the Society’ of Chemical Indus- | eye 


try at Basle through its local eoun- 
sel, Mr. N. F. Allman, the Trade 
Mark Bureau at Shanghai has ren- 
dered a decision ordering the can- 
sellation of he “Deer” trade mark, 
owned by Yu Kong Indigo 
Hong, a local Chinese firm, which 
is similar in design to a trade mark 
‘owned by the Society of Chemical 
‘Industry. *. 

‘The ‘reasons advanced by the 
‘Swiss firm in its protests are sub- 
stantially to the effect that the pro 
‘minent feature of both trade marks 
is @ deer; that it is unavoidable for 
both designs to become known in 
comuueree as “Deer Brand’; that 
‘officials of the Trade Mark Bureau, 
in ‘examining both trade marks, 
should pay particular attention to 
the similarities, instead of the dif- 
ferences, in the designs inasmuch 
as the ‘essential feature of both 
trade marks is the Tepresentation 
of a deer, ete. 

M Y. Ho, director of the 
fark Bureau, in his decision 
the Chinese firm, states that 
xamination of both trade 
‘marks shows that, while their 
colour scheme is different, the e3- 
sential feature in both trade marks 
consists of a deer. ‘The deer. in 
both trade marks are very similar 

their hair, their horns and thelt 
postures. ‘There is, accordingly, a 
Uikelihood of confusion in trade. 

Continuing, Mr. Ho states in’ his 
decison that the question as to 
which party is entitled to exclusive 
use of the trade mark depends upon 
the question of the time of regis. 
tration. ‘The trade mark of the 
Society of Chemical Industry was 
filed for registration on September 
19, 1928, and was registered on 
May 15,’ 1929. ‘Three years have 
Row elapsed since its registration 
and the right of exclusive use 
granted thereon has become finally 
established. The trade mark. of 
the Yu Kong Indigo Hong was filed 
for rogistration on August 24, 1981 
and its approval granted only on 
December 15, 1981, Accordingly, 
the Yu Kong Indigo Hong is in no 
osition to contest the right of the 
Society of Chemical Industry and 
its trade mark should be eancelled 
according to law.

RECENT CHOLERA 
EPIDEMIC 


Dr. Wu Lien-teh Replies to 
Criticism 
By De. Wo Liex-ren 


Your correspondent “Facts not 
Fancy” in his letter of November 
1 on the above subject has evident- 
ly studied his “figures” carefully 
though these were only connected 
[with the ‘French Concession. To 
make his conclusions more complete 
fand accurate he should have studied 
in addition the statistics reearaing 
the International, Settlement Sand 
Greater Shanghai as suppl 
the Central Cholera Bureaa and 
other sources. In this way the en- 
fixe outbreak in Shanghai might be 
studied as a whole. 

As far as I can make out, the 
first case was recorded on April 26 
fand’ the last on October 22, thus 
ving a duration of 225 days, ‘The 
total number of patients reported 
‘was 4296 of whom 318 died, giving 
ja mortality of 74 per cent. OF 
this number 15 were foreigners (20 
lending fatally), and the rest. were’ 
Chinese of whom 298 died. ‘The re- 
lative percentage of deaths among 
Foreigners and Chinese. wa: 
fore 26.6 and'7.0. Your correspond- 
fent. confined his attention to the 
[French Concession containing about| 
{600,000 inhabitants. If he had con- 

lered Shanghai as a whole with 
fa population of 9,250,000 he would 
hhave found a cholera incidence of 
18.2 per 10,000—not a small figure. 

‘Your correspondent was pleased 
to use the word “cholera seares"; 
T assure him that public health 
Jedueation seems to "be an much 
needed by the educated as by’ the 
illterate, ‘by foreigners as 
well as) by Chinese, In times 
of epidemic the welfare of an 
entire city requires ‘common action 
based on sound knowledge of both 
authorities and the common people. 

nt_asks for “facts 
‘and figures to be placed before ‘the 
public to explain’ the relative be- 
nignity of cholera among the Chi- 
nese as compared to foreigners. Let 
me-assure him that in past visita- 
tions Shanghai has never recorded 
‘2 mortality of 1ess than 10-18 per 
cent, 1032 was the first year in 
which such a low percentage as 7.4 
was obtained. In other ities of 
China, where inoculation was not 
0 widely practised and fewer hos- 
pital facitftien were available the 
mortality rate ranged from 10.16 
per cent, in Hangehow, 24.82 per 
cent. in Nanking, 85.31 per cent. in 
Canton to 42.94 per cent. in Chetoo. 

Finally let me briefly answer his 
four questions:— 

(2), Diet: ‘The Chinese masses, 
though | comparatively poor. and 
using chopsticks, instead’ of forks 
‘and spoons, should not be consider: 
‘ed as being careless. in their diet. 
‘Through their habits of tea-drink

‘Mission Schools Question 

“Mission schools and colleges in 
all countries were originally re- 

jarded as means of evangelizing, 
and of training leaders for the 
Church, Enlightenment and Chris- 
tianity' wore considered insepar- 
able if not synonymous. 

“These schools uso approximate- 
ly one-half of tho money and occupy 
one-half of the personnel of the 

entixe mission enterprise, as woll as 
of that portion carried out by the 
seven boards engaged in this 
survey. 
"The secondary schools may be 
+ considered ns at_ present the most 
vital element if the educational 
system. Of 11,388 middle and high 
schools in India and Burma (1926- 
27), 987 were mission schools. 0: 
1,899 schools of corresponding 
grade in China, 196 were mission 
schools (1990-81). Of 1471 in 
Japan, 54 were mission " schools 
(1931). ‘These 1,187 mission 
schools constitute roughly nine per 
cent, of the total number of seco 
ary schools hore listed. Their 236,- 
000 pupils are approximately eight 
‘and one-half per cent of the total 
number enrolled in all these schools. 

“It is clear, however, that the 
striking developments in national 
education in the Far East must 
tend in some respects to diminish 
the relative importance of mission 
institutions, an expected change 
‘which is in’ no small degree a mea- 

‘of thelr own success. 
‘ikewise with the changes, slew] 
ipid, that are occurring in the 
nocial fabric of Oriental » states, 
and which will amount in the end 
to revolution. The outcome will be 
neither the ancient order nor re- 
duplication of western culture, The 
types of education which have 
hitherto, suited western states can 
hardly be presumed of final value 
for the coming Orient. 
therefore, that 
in this period of groping for new 
adjustments, the mission schools and 
colleges, whose methods and outlook 
ave still, in the main, distinctively 
western, will be able without 
to contribute largely to the nec 
Jeadership. We have found t 
peoples seeking guidanee, not 
‘ways, but chiefly elsewhere. 
“Many of the. cultivated non- 
Christian Indians we met were 
graduates of mission schools. They 
spoke in the main with affection 
and gratitude of. their sehools. At 
‘one, point the gratitude of | the 
+ graduate commonly ceased. That, 
velated to the enforced attendance 
fat daily chapel and the daily Bible 
study “classes. ‘This element of 
necessity, even though it was a 
well-understood and accepted condi- 
tion of membership in the school, 
usually left a note off resentment, 
especially when the teaching was 
Joined with disparagement or ignor- 
ing of the religions of their home 
‘The time for this type of requite- 
‘ment has passed. The religious 
life of the school should be a. pri 
vilege offered, not a duty required, 
“The impression becomes clear in 
vespect to Japanese schools, that as 
‘a country ‘reaches the stage 
which “Christianity is simply 
accepted as one of its own religions, 
the mission school is, Tess and less 
the primary source of Christian 
teaching and thought. Her own 
Christian sons and” daughters, 
earrying on thelr own schools or 
leading their lives within their own 
professions and callings, become the 
Chief interpreters, unembarrassed 
‘by the sense of special position and 
office.

Specifically with reference to the 
situation in’ India, the Appraisal 
Commission reports:

With ite unique 
combination of lake, mountains and 
river, it always will be the gem of 
Eastern Chine but one © must

‘Ferrying across the Chien Tang 
River in ‘the early morning, the 
visitor ‘steps into a modern,  well-
